SHAW WAS KILLED BY THE HIRED MAN, 


The Widow Confesses and Gives Details of 
the Terrible Crime. 

Baxer City, @)re., March 18.— Mrs. Shaw, 
the widow of Alfred P. Shaw, the farmer who 
was found dead in a barn at his home in 
Canyon City, Grant County, has made a con- 
fesscs. She declares that Gallin, the hired 
man with whom she had been intimate, killed 
her husband with a hammer and then carried 
the lifeless body to a barn in which was 
stabled a stallion. He then dispatched a boy 
to town to spread the report that Shaw had 
been kicked to death by the horse. In the 
meantime the murderer burned the handle of 
the hammer and threw the head of it into 
deep snow, where it found. Mrs. Shaw has 
been twice divorced, Shaw having been her 
third husband.

a Half Million in Coin—Other Amounts 
May Follow—Treasury Reports Show a 
Fair Stock of Gold in Excess of the Re- 
serve—Hawall’s Princess Satisfied with 
Her. V te This Country—General 
News of the Metropolis, 

New Vonx, March 18.—[Special.]—Talk of 
a renewal of gold exports was plenty in Wall 
street today. There were no engagements 
made at the Subtreasury, but it was reported 
that arrangements were making to send one 
lot of $500,000 in coin by ove of Tuesday's 
steamers, while possibly $700,000 more might 
be shipped on the same day. The $500,000 
consignment was said to be in an old order. 
None of the banks turned in gold at the 
Subtreasury today, no notable change be- 
ing made in the stock of yellow metal in the 
vaults of that institution. The Treasury re- 
ports showed $3,000,000 net gold over the hun- 


dred million reserve, but the figures fell con- 


siderably short of the actual amount, the real 
condition Saturday not appearing until Tues- 


day’s report. As nearly as could be estimat- | 


ed today the net gold was well above $5,000,- 
000. counting on the $900,000 the New York 
Subtreastry gained Friday and the coin be- 
ing exchanged for legal tenders by thé West- 
ern banks. . 

The exporte of specie from the port of New 
York for the week were $2,107,895, of which 
$1,479,720 was gold and „165 silver. Of 
this amount $590,900 in silver went to Europe 
and $1,479,720 in gold, and $37,275 in silver 
went to South America. The imports of 
specie at the port of New York for the week 
were $1,325,562, of which $1,316,000 was gold 
and $9,552 silver.

DIED IN THE FLAMES. 


Rebber Killed the Couple and Then 
Set the Fire, There Are Certain Cir- 
cumstances Which Conflict with This 
Theory—Insurance Men Are Interested. 
Freeport, II., March 18.—[ Special.] —Mr. 
and Mrs. Henry Boedecker were burned to 
death in their home on North Galena avenue 
at 2 o’clock this morning under mysterious 
circumstances. Charles Trunck, who first 
discovered the fire, was in Mr. Boedecker’s 


‘bedroom after the fire broke out ahd found 


both Mr. and Mrs. Boedecker absent. He 
supposed of course that they had escaped 
from the burning building and beat a hasty 
retreat himself. Later the bodies of both 
were found in different parts of the house, 
neither of them in the room in which they 
usually slept. Mr. Boedecker had evidently 
been overcome in a room up-stairs that was 
usually vacant, and Mrs. Boedecker had suc- 
cum bed to the fire in a storerooin that no one 
ever slept in. Mrs. Boedecker's clothing 
was found in the room in which she 
usually slept, and a wallet belonging to Mr. 
Boedecker containing some money in bilis 
was found in thesame room, but no trace of 
his clothing, of his watch, or of the silver he 
was known to have about him has yet been 
discovered. 

The generally accepted theory is that some 
one who entered the house for the purpose of 
robbery was discovered, and then killed the 
Boedeckers, afterward setting fire to the 
house to cover up the evidence of his crime. 
This is the theory that Mr. C. H. Boedecker 
of Chicago, brother of Henry Boedecker, and 
Theodore Janssen, his brother-in-law, are 
working on. “The places in which the 
bodies were found, said C. H. Boedecker, 
“would indicate that there had been foul 
play. My brother and his wife were very 
careful people, and had no enemies that I

~ Mysterious Movements of the Victims. 


When it is learned why Mr. Boedecker went 
to that room at 2 o’clock in the morning, and 
why Mrs. Boedecker sought refuge in the store 
room, the mystery that now surrounds their 
death will be solved. Mr. ecker was the 
owner of a stone quarry, was in the coal busi- 
ness, and was weil fixed financially, Sut he 
was not in the habit 4 keeping ee: sums of 
money at his a or of — 2 ge sums 
about with him. He was generally fairly well 
supplied, however, and it is kncwn that he had 
considerable silver about him the night of 
the fire, none of which can now be 
found. Charles Trunck, a neighbor, the 
first man to get to scene of the 
fire, was surprised to find the front 
door open. He found the room Mr. and Mrs. 
Boedecker usually occupied vacant,and opened 
the door leading to the upper rooms, but was 
driven back by the flames. He got Theodore 
Janssen and Hermann Sommers, and the 
three went back to see if any one was in the 
house. They became satistied that all had es- 
caped and were not convinced to the contrary 
until a search failed to find either Mr. or Mrs. 
— at the house of any neighbor. Then 

search of the ruins began. 

“T am satisfied that the house has been en- 
tered, said Mr. Janssen; the door was 
found open, and the position of the bodies 
shows that they had been called from their 
room for some purpose. Mr. T'runck was the 
first one there and he went straight 
to their bedroom, but found them 
gone, I know positively that no fire was kept 
going in the room in which the fire started 
nor anywhere in that part of ‘the house, and 

yet that was evidently where Mr. Boedecker 
— his death, for his body went down with 
the floor of that room. I also know that the 
room in which Mrs. Boedecker’s body was 
found is always vacant. She was an invalid, 
easily frightened, and itis not unlikely that 
she was driven to take refuge there by fear.“ 

Was there anything else that would lead 
you to suspect that there had been criine coin- 
mitted ?”’ 

“Yes. Tonight I found the door open 
that led from Mr. and Mrs. Boedecker’s bed- 
room into the parlor, and although it had been 
pretty well drenched with water there were 
traces of blood on it and some hair. That is 
another reason why I feel sure they must have 
slept down-stairs that night.’ 

Many Robberies Recently Committed. 


H. C. Boedecker says that there have been a 
number of robberies committed in Freeport 
recently, largely attributable to a baa class of 
people who have come here since the city be- 
came somewhat of a railroad center. He at- 
tributed all the crimes, including this last one, 
to the tough element that has been attracted 
to the city. 

The Boedecker house was a story and a half 
frame, and was quickly in ruins. ieck- 
er's brother-law lives on one side of him and 
his father-iniaw on the other, The brother- 
in-law was one of the earliest at the scene, 
The victim. carried $14,000 insurance on his 
life, $1,000 of which was contracted only yes- 
terday. He also carried a $5,000 accident 
policy. It is also reported that Boedecker dis- 
played a large roll of bills on the street yes- 

— ay, but his bookkeeper, Samuel Steebac 
however, does not think that he had to ex 
$60 with him, and $50 was found under the 
mattress of a bed. Mr. and Mrs. Boedecker 
had no children and lived alone. Many wild 
rumors are in circulation. 

Another strange circumstance connected 
with the case is that Boedecker seems to have 
had a premonition of his approaching end. 
He several times asked his bookkeeper to look 
after his affairs if anything happened to him, 
and made similar remarks to other persons. 
The origin of the fire is difficult to account 
for, as the east side of the house where the 
stoves were is not badly damaged. The fire 
originated in the west part, where there was 
nothing to kindle it,

The Chairman thought it a fortunate thing 
that we had passed from the old to the new 
dispensation. We know there is no danger 
from cholera, and that idea should be spread 
throughout the whole city. 

Dr. E. Ingals read a paper showing that 
cholera ‘originates from a germ, and is capa- 
ble of reproducing itself through many gen- 
erations. It is transmitted by the dis 
patient to others under his influence. It does 
not originate in dirt and filth, These agents 
will no more generate cholera than they will 
generate sheep and goats. The doc. 
tor never expected to see and 
did rot expect that the youngest 
of his auditors would ever see another epi- 
demic in this country. The doctor declared 
that he did not believe the condition of the 
streets and alleys has anything to do with the 
city’s sickness, The trouble comes out of and 
from under our houses and from our sewers. 

Dr. Eli McClellan stated that it — 
not necessary to isolate’ the 
tient if the. excreta is destroyed — 
the attendants are careful about disin- 
fecting their hands and clothes.

The Day’s Proceedings. 


Just before the committee began business 
for the day ex-Judge Moran, who is also the 
attorney for E. R. Brainerd and company, 
asked Chairman Green that C. J. F. Crafts be 
allowed in the committee-room asa personal 
representative of E. R. Brainerd, who is sick 
in bed at thé Auditorium Hotel.

KRUPP’S GREAT GUN ARRIVES,

The Monster Will Probably Arrive in Chi- 
cago Early Next Week. 

Bartrmore, Md., March 18.—[Special.]— 
The steamer Longueil, bringing the big Krupp 
gun for the World's Fair, arrived at Sparrow’s 
Point this evening after a long and tempestu- 
ous voyage. The gun was arranged amidships, 
large quantities of ballast being used to bal- 
ance it.

While all these aids to matrimony are hav- 
ing their turn divorce is bemg made more and 
more difficult. The English public has sud- 
denly awakened to the fact that in most of its 
divorce suits perjured evidence has been alto- 


fy on the side of the client who has the most 
money. 
In line with this is the trouble Sir William 
Pearce, Member of Parliament for Plymouth, 
has got himself into. He was named as co- 
respondent in a divorce case, but it would 
never do for a member of standing in Parlia- 
ment to be held up before the public as any- 
thing but a pure man. In some mysterious 
way the suit was tried after the customary 
hour at which court had adjourned and while 
the reporters were absent. It was only by 
the barest chance that word of the affair 
came out and tow a great storm has fallen 
about Sir William’s ears and he will probably 
have to give up his seat. This is not because 
he was a corespondent as much as because of 
the curious proceedings in court aad the at- 
tempt at secrecy. The only punishment pos- 
sible for a corespondent is publicity, and this 
he avoided. 
Promising Season of Opera, 

If the names of great artists count for any- 
thing and promise of musical novelties is car- 

ied out, the coming opera season will be the 
most brilliant London has known for years. 
It begins Easter Monday, and the following 
new operas will be produced: Le Rauszau, 
by Mascagni; Leon UCavallo’s “ Pagiacci,” 
Glucks Armida,“ and a stage version of 
Berlioz’s “‘La Damnation de Faust.” The 
hst of artists includes Mmes. Melba Nordica 
De Lussan, Ravogli, and Bauermeister; and 
among the men are the two De Reszkes, Al- 
vary, Vignas, Delucia, and Giannini. Alto- 
gether thirty-seven prominent singers are 
promised. The public is interested, and the 
list of boxholders includes the names of 
nearly everybody of social prominence. 

Nothing from the Monetary Conference. 

The United States has little to hope from 
the reassembling of the Brussels monetary 
conference, if it is decided to call it together 
again. A few wordsin Parliament this week 
settled England’s attitude toward silver posi- 
tively. At the conference England took no 
definite position either in favor of bimetal- 
lism or against it. Some of the delegates 
thought one way and some another. if a new 
delegation is sent it will be definitely in- 
structed by the government to vote in favor 
of a single gold standard, So England's po- 
sition in the matter is fixed; and the advocates 
of bimetallism will have to count on its op- 
position.

Seventy-four Implicated in a Scandal~ 
They Are Known to the Emperor.

Loxpbn, March 18.—[Copyright, 1893, by 
the Press Publishing Company, New York 
World. ]—German army officers have swooped 
down upon London in the last week and the

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GERMANY LIKELY TO REJECT THAT 
MADE WITH BUSSIA. 


This Is Stated on the Authority of Dr. 
Miguel, Who Is Mentioned as a Possi- 
ble Successor to Chancellor von Cap- 
rivi—The Latter Probably Will Ketain. 
His Office Until Autumn—Prince Henry 
to Be Called by the Kaser to a High 
Post—Great Singers Coming Here. 


[SPECIAL CABLE.) 

Bert, March 18.— — shige: 1898, by 
James Gordon Bennett.|—The political ka- 
leidoscope turns here with remarkable rapidi- 
ty. Since last week everything seems to have 
changed. Now we find that tne military bil! 
is certain of death ualess the much talked of 
coup d’état takes place. 

The Russian treaty of commerce is in a po- 
sition highly hkely to be rejected and this 
comes from the mouth of a Cabinet Minister, 
Dr. Miguel, while the retreat of Gen. 
von Caprivi is openly talked of by 
men who do not often make politi- 
cal mistakes. It is said that even the 
Kaiser hada conversation with Lieut.-Gen. 
von Albedyll, a former chief of the Military 
Cabinet, on the subject, although he spoke in 
a guarded manner, giving assurance at the 
same time that he had no intention of a sep- 
aration from the Chancellor. At the same 
time we find the name of Dr. Miguel, Minis- 
ter of Finance, cropping up as a possible suc- 
cessor, although it is weil known that the im- 
perial wishes are that the position should be 
held by a military man, whereas Dr, Miguel 
is a banker and a man of business. 

Many papers laugh at the idea of Dr. 
Miguel becoming Chancellor, but when we 
look around and see how few men are avail- 
able he might yet be the chosen one. He 
is acknowledged to be generally the 
shrewdest mind in the ministry, one 
who manages to swim in all political 
waters and one who manages to keep on 
friendly terms with the Chancellor, Count von 
Waldersee, and even Prince Bismarck. It 1s 
said he aime at the Chanceilorship. He is on 
excellent terms with the Kaiser, for above all 
he is a skilled courtier. He is on good terms 
with the Right, has earned the confidence of 
Herr Stocker and Herr Hammerstein by his 
attitude in supporting the education bill, and 
also of the Center, to which party he largely 
owes his position and which backs him up 
since the happy inspiration Dr. Miguel had 
one day in protesting against the May laws. 

Latterly he won the powerful support of the 
agriculturists by his scarcely veiled opposi- 
tion to the Russian treaty of commerce, thus 
showing a keen perception in his judgment of 
popular feeling. He is, so to speak, a devotee 
of farming interests. He, Berlepsch, and 
Heiden have exacted from Russia material 
concessioas, to which the Czar will probably 
not agree. 

But with all this talk of a new Chancellor, 
which we have heard too often, there seems 
littie prospect of Caprivi’s early retirement, 
at all events not before the autumn—on the 
final rejection of the military bill. 

Caprivi Said to Learn for Death. 

It ran around the Reichstag Thursday that 
Chancellor von Caprivi had expressed the 
wish that he should die. This was after his 
speech in which he had distinctly and directly 
refused to accept any compromise. This report 
has found ‘considerable credence. I should 
much doubt Caprivi being so disheartened. 


| almost every move inde" 
by the Chancellor in the military bill debates. 
Gen. von Hahnke, head of the military staff 
of the Kaiser, can confirm this, for he has 
been kept continually journeying with mes- 
sages on the subject between the palace and 
the Reichstag or the chancellery. 

Caprivi yesterday after the second reading 
of the military bill in commussion repeated to 
the Kaiser it could not pass except with modi- 
fication. The Kaiser replied: ‘‘Aut Cesar, 
aut nullus.“ 

The Kaiser has shown great courage in his 
conduct in not screening himself behind any 
Minister, but asserting his personality in the 
matter and shirking no responsibility which 
may ensue. If I am to believe what courtiers 
say it does not end there. The Kaiser con- 
siders his personal wishes would turn elec. 
tions in giving a large majority in favor of the 
military bill, and therefore he has at present 
under considerstion the issuing of a royal 
proclamation, followed by an appeal to the 
electors. ‘There is another section which in- 
sists that it is the Kaiser's intention to with- 
draw the bill without comment. This latter 
course seems doubtful, for lately the Kaiser 
intimated that he intended to make no prece- 
dent of the education bill. 

Prince Bismarck meantime keeps up gall- 
mg broadsides of comment under cover of 
the Hamburger Nachrichten against Count 
von Caprivi, both in the matter of the Rus- 
sian treaty and the military bill, and it must 
be owned at present he has victory on his side, 
The Iron Chancellor is indeed a terrible thorn 
in the sides of his enemies, and now with the 
agriculturists and financiers behind him he 
may be said to represent the most substantial 
interests of his country. 

Russian Hatred of Germans, 

Another of those disagreeable arti-German 
incidents, so frequent nowadays in Russia, 
which create such an unpleasant feeling here, 
has just taken place in Reval, where is staying 
a well-known man ofatown in England. A 
French girl is a companion for his daugnter. 
The two women were holding an animated 
conversation on the street when they received 
a sharp blow on the back. Turning around 
they saw a Russian, evidently one of the 
new officials appointed to clear Germans 
out of the country, with a stick in 
his hand. “I will teach you confounded 
German women to talk German on the street, 
he cried out. The women fled to the nearest 
house, and explanations subsequently followed. 
An account of this was published in the Kreuz 
Zeitung with an unflattering comment. It 
shows the feeling against the Germans in 
Russia, and exasperates the people here. 

High Post for Prince Henry. 

Prince Henry will this summer be called 
from Stettin to Berlin to occupy a high posi- 
tion, in fact to relieve the Kaiser from many 
of the most arduous duties of state. This is 
owing to the fact that the Kaiser needs rest. 
The indefatigable manner m which he has 
been working during the last three years is 
beginning to tell and he needs absolute quiet. 
Prince Henry has already had some experi- 
ence of bureau work with Baron von Putt- 
kamer. In order that he way have a rank 
fittung his position the title of Admiral will 
probably be conferred upon him. I under- 
stand further that there are possibilities of his 
bemg appointed Regent when the Kaiser is 
absent on his journeys. Prince Henry is de- 
voted to his elder brother and has more in flu- 
ence over him than any one else. 


Sermons Must Be Short. 


The Kaiser, who takes a strong personal in- 
terest in the conduct of church matters, has 
settled the important question as to how long 
a sermon should last. We have.been grate- 
ful when let off with a fifty minutes’ discourse 
heretofore. A few days ago he remarked to 
old Baron Mirdach that the court preachers 
were taking too muchof his time, making 
their sermons too long. In reply to the 
Baron’s question what should he do the 
Kaiser ordered that at the inauguration of 
Nazareth Church, which is to be made an 
event of great ceremony, the sermon should 
not last more than six minutes. The preacher 
was eummoned to rehearse the sermon before 
Baron Mirbach and it was cut down to the

REIOHSTAG UNALTERABLY OPPOSED 
TO THE ARMY BILL. . 


He and the Opposition Are ‘Equally Obsti- 
nate—Dissolution at the End of April 
Seems Inevitable, but There Is No Rea- 
son to Believe an Appeal to the Coun- 
try Will Help the Emperor and Chan- 
cellor—William Will Net Be Accom- 
panied to Rome by Caprivi. 

Beri, March 18.—Before the final vote of 
the Army Bill committee left tne government 
face to face with a definitely hostile majority 
Chancelior von Caprivi had conferences with 
Herren Huehne, Rickert, Bennigsen, and 
Lieber, the chiefs of the parties represented 
on the committee. The negotiations left the 
government and the committee more hostile 
than ever toward each other. Only the Con- 
servative and Free Conservative members of 
the com mittee supported the bills. 

The Chancellor gave as resolute a rejection 
to Herr Bennigsen’s compromise proposals, 
though they largely conceded the government’s 
demands, as he did to the proposal of Herr 
Lieber, which conceded nothing. Herr 
Lieber’s proposal, about which much 
mystery has been maintained, showed 
that the Center party had no desire 
to further treat with the government. His 
proposal was practically the submission of a 
new bill providing for the maintenance of the 
present effective, with a reduced term 
of service, the government having the option 
in the event of emergencies to retain in active 
service the men who had served their term. 

The. report of the committee will be sub- 
mitted to the Reichstag after Easter. Every 
indication now points to the Reichstag sup- 
porting the committee. The determined atti- 
tude of the Chancellor proves that Emperor 
William has resolved to take an extra step. It 
is now expected that the Reichstag will be dis- 
solved at the end of April. The closing 
speeches in the committee had a pronounced 
election character, being less directed to criti- 
cism of the bill than to attacks upon the gov- 
ernment. : 

No Possibility of Agreement. 

Herr Richter deciared the rejection of Herr 
Bennigsen’s compromise was an event in the 
light of whizh the whole political situation 
was thrown into clear relief. It was proof 
that there was no possibility to deal with 4 
government behind which was an imperious 
will. All the parties, he said, might now com - 
bine in defense of constitutionalism against 
absolutism. . 

Herr von Bennigsen denounced the stand 
made by Chancellor von Caprivi as precluding 
all hope of an arrangement and assuring the 
certainty of shipwreck to the bill. He de- 
clared that the obstinacy of the government 
would precipitate’ a general election, Were 
the Ministers aware, he asked, of what disso- 
lution implied? It would bring about the 
wildest’ scenes of political confusion and 
would cause disorders hitherto un- 
known to the German electors. 
Herr Bennigsen warned the government 
that they had no chance to rally the country 
to their side. They could rely upon no party 
except the Conservatives, and not even the 
Conservatives unless they made terms with 
the agrarian faction. 

Then Freiherr von Buol-Berenberg, a Cen- 
trist, posed as an advocate of financial re- 
trenchment, repeating all the old arguments 
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posal he rejected that 
eral government must adhere to the complete 


scheme of organization submitted to the | 


Reichstag. The Chancellor held that the re- 
iterated appeal to the government to consider 
the burdens upon the empire was insulting, 
and he declined to reply to Herr Bennigsen’s 
predictions about the results of the commit- 
tee’s refusal to pass the bill. 

Caprivi in Defense, 

Finally, the Chancellor tried to defend the 
action of the government as entirely constitu- 
tional. He resented Herr Richter’s remarks 
about absolutism, and suggested that he might 
yet obtain the support of the National Lib- 
erals. Nothing, however, seems to justify 
this suggestion, unless the government policy 
is modified. 

The National Liberals would be in opposi- 
tion at a general election, and Herr Bennig- 
sen, who is now Provisional President of 
Hanover, would have to resign his post. But 
the question is, is dissolution inevitable? 
The Emperor must first obtain the assent 
of the Bundesrath or Federal Council, 
the Bavarian and Saxon menibers of which 
are known to be absolutely hostile to an ap- 
peal to the country, preferring the withdrawal 
of the army bill. If the Bundesrath refuses 
the Emperor’s demand for the dissolution of 
the Reichstag Chancellor von Caprivi must 
resign. If dissolution occurs the outlook for 
all the parties is perplexing. 

Herr von Kleist-Retzow at yesterday’s meet- 
ing of the committee promised the govern- 
ment the united support of the Conservatives. 


He spoke with too much assurance. Herr 


Mirbach, Manteuffel, and other prominent 
Conservatives are already threatening to de- 
sert the government unless the Chancellor's 
commercial treaty policy is abandoned. 

Amid the complications of an electoral con- 
test some of the Nationals would oppose while 
others would support the government. Some 
of the Corservatives, in the event of an appeal 
to the country, will ask for the support of the 
electors mainly on the anti-Jewish platform, 
Others will stand as purely government candi- 
dates. The Freisinnige, Center, and Socialist 
parties, with their clearly defined platforms, 
would probably appear in the Reichstag 80 
reinforced as to compel the Emperor to 
yield or raise a momentous contest 
between the monarch and Parliament. 
The last words of Herr Bennigsen yesterday 
pointed to these issues. If the government, 
he said, persisted Germany had reason to 
dread that it would be drawn into conflicts of 
such immeasureable consequences that it 
would be doubtful if the present generation 
would ever again see a settled condition of 
public life. 

Caprivi Will Stay at Home. 

Owing to the political crisis Chancellor von 
Caprivi will not accompany Emperor William 
on his visit to Rome, where his Majesty will 
take part in the celebration of King Humbert’s 
silver weddmg. The imperial party will leave 
Berlin April 17. They will remain the guests 
of King Humbert at the Quirinal for a week. 
From Rome the party will go to Naples. The 
Pope will give Emperor William an audience 
on his return from Naples. On the way home 
the imperial family will visit Queen Victoria, 
who will then be at Florence. 

For a German-Italian Alliance.

The Reichstag commission, to which the 
measure was referred, has passed the bill re- 
lating to spies and to high treason.

In the course of 
conversation which I had with Cardinal Rich- 
ard, Archbishop of Paris, that prelate affirmed 
that the Pope was right in preaching the ac- 
ceptance of the existing régime, as monarch- 
ical restoration seemed im possible. 

An incident worthy of notice is the fact that 
Mgr. de Cabrieres, a most distinguished pre- 
late but well known for his royalist opinions, 
was refused an audience by the Pope. The 
wind at tne Vatican is blowing more than 
ever towards the republic. The com- 
ing elections in France will be a 
touchstone of success to the Pope's 
policy and show what progress has been 
achieved by it. The Pope does not wish to 
see the Clerical party win. What he wants is 
the creation, to use his own words, of a great 
party of honest men, a party in which 
Catholics will have a place, but 
which also includes ali conservative and 
liberal elements in France. At the 
Vatican it is believed that the next elections 
will send to the Chamber an important group 
of Royalists, but many French Bishops whom 
the Pope has questioned are less optimistic, 
They believe that, though converted Royalists 
will gain some seats, in the general result the 
olections will be unfavorable to the Catholic 
cause. 


ANOTHER EXPLOSION FRUSTRATED, 


Dynamite Discovered at the Palazzo Altieri 
More Outrages Threatened. 

Roms, March 18.—Following close upon the 
unsuccessful attempt to blow up the Ancini 
Mattei Palace, the residence of William Pot- 
ter, American Minister to Italy, another dyna- 
mite outrage was attempted today at the 
Palazzo Altieri, the headquarters of 
the Guardia Nobili, one of the 
military organizations whose duty 
it is to attend the Pope and be present at great 
religious functions at the Vatican. Early this 
morhing a boy who was passing the Palazzo 
Altieri saw a mass of what he at first thought 
was mortar lying upon the steps of the pal- 
ace. With boyish curiosity he ran up the 
steps and was sarprised to see a burning fuse 
extending from the mass. The boy at once 
stamped out the fuse with his feet and then 
notified tho police. Gendarmes were at 
once sent to the palace and were not 
long in ascertaining that what the boy had at 
first mistaken for a mass of mortar was a 
powerful bomb containing dynamite or other 
high expiosives. The bomb was incased in a 
thick coating of plaster of paris, which, in the 
opinion of experts, would have added to the 
destruction that would have been wrought had 
an explosion occurred. The news of the at. 
tempted outrage has caused consid- 
erable excitement in the city. A 
number of arrests of Anarchists have 
been made in the city recently and 
this fact has apparently caused the friends of 
the men arrested to attempt these outrages as 
a means of revenge. It has transpired since 
the affair of yesterday at the Ancini Mattei 
Palace that the polics have been warned 
from some unknown source that at- 
tempts would be made to cause ex- 
plosions im various parts of the city. Not- 
withstanding the warning the miscreants wno 
planned this morning’s affair had no trouble 
in placmng their bomb on the steps of the 
Palazzo Altieri, which is ohne of the best 
known buildings in the city. Orders have been 
issued that a strict watch be kept on all sus- 
picious characters, and the police hope to soon 
have the conspirators in custody. Another 
warning was received today that further at- 
tempts would shortly be made to cause explo- 
sions. 


WANTS TO DISSOLVE THE CHAMBER. 


Premier Ribot Sounding the Senate on the 
Advisability of the Step. 

Pants, March 18.—It is reported that Pre.

M. Ribot added, had seized the papers found 
in Herz’s possession, but had not yet com- 
municated the contents of the papers to the 
French authorities.

Buenos Ayres water-works question has been 
settled by an issue of government bonds. The 
Standard and the Daily News are the only pa- 
pers that refer to the wxter-works rumor, and 
they say that it is premature. The rise in Ar 
gentine securities yesterday was only one- 
quarter of 1 per cent and 18 attributed to re- 
ports of settlement between the Argentine Na- 
tional governinent and the railways. 


Protocol Between Chile and Argentina. 

Bvenos Arres, March 18.—A protocol has been 
signed at Santiago, Chile, which, it is hoped, will 
terminate the strained telations between Chile 
and Argentina. The protocol enacts that Chile 
will not claim any territory east of the Andes, 
and Argentina will not claim any port on and 
Pacific coast.

The judgment of a jury of artists is one of 
the most difficult things in the world to contest.

Temperament and training so vary 
the ideals of artists that one may find merits or 
faults in a work of art which another may not be 
sensible of. Itisthe old question of the indis- 
putability of taste and of color, ‘Ajury may make 
decisions which another differently constituted 


would reverse; yet who can say which is right? E 


Whea an artist’ s work has been refused by a jury 
and he believes that an injustice has been done 
him, one of the most philosophical things he can 
do is to keep his temper and send his work to 
some other exhibition, where a different set of 
artists compose the jury. It is about as easy for 
a leopard to change his spots as for an artist to 
change his ideal when it is once formulated in 
his mind,

It has been argued that it is net right that 
pictures which had been received by the Paris 
salons Should be rejected by the World’s Fair 
jury. It bas been the intention of the Art De 
partment of the World's Fair to fix a higher 
standard of admittance than that which governs 
the salons. 

In the American section there will not be space 
for so large an exhibit as is annually shown in 
the French exhibitions, and works executed dur- 
ing a period of seventeen years are admissible, 
whereas in the salons the work of one year is 
practically all that is shown. 

Another thorn which rankles in the bosoms 
of the men whose work was refused 
is the large number of works of jurors received 
exempted from the action of the jury. It may 
have been indelicate on the part of the jurors to 
send five or six pictures when other artists were 
allowed to exhibit but one or two, but not néces- 
sarily unjust; for the rightto do so had been 
given them. Even if the works of the jurors had 
been submitted to judgment it is aot probable 


that the result would have been much different, 


for most of the works submitted by jurors were 
not bad, and it certainly could in no way im- 
prove the quality df the rated works.

The large decorations for the tympani of 
the pavilions at the southeast and southwest 
corners of the Manufactures and Liberal Arts 
Buildings at the Exposition were placed in posi- 
tion last week. Iu size and importance as well as 
in artistic qualities they will rank among the 
first of tne mural decorations to be seen at the 
World's Fair. Gari Melchers, who was commis- 
sioned to execute the two occupying the south- 
west pavilion, chose for his subjects The Arts of 
War” and the Arts of Peace. They are treated 
broadly in large masses of color and show 
a majestic simplicity of com positio 
There is shown in the panel representing 
“Arts of War” a procession of warriors and 
huntemen, a chief or captain in the center on a 
large white horse, with men about him bearing 
arms and the fruite of the chase; one is blowing a 
trumpet and another is bolding a brace of 
hounds by a leash. In the Arts of Peace there 
is shown a group of figures about a statue of 


Pallas, some seated on the steps leading to the 


base which supports it, others standing, and still 
others approaching in a procession. Each 
ie occupied’ with the study of some 
branch of learning. The astronomer 
stands over a globe, the philosopher 
leans against the base of the statue occupied with 
his thoughts, near by a family are engaged in 
reading from a tablet, while in the procession ap- 
proaching the statue are a poet with his scroll, a 
doctor with a skull, and figures bearing a flower, 
vase, or other object to denote the study of bot- 
any. ceramics, etc. The two other panels are the 
work of Walter McEwen. His subjects are Mus- 
ic” and Textiles.“ The composition is such 
that one panel appears tobe the continuation of 
another, showing a procession in honor of Miner- 
va, which starts from a statue of’ Euterpe 
and leads up to another of the goddess of the 
arts. In the first panel are shown figures playing 
upon instruments of music and singing. Those 
in the foreground have lyres, pipes, tambourines, 
and other instruments producing the music of 
peace and those in the background those produc- 
ing martial music. Beneath is the incription “O 
regina lyre nata deum, viris fessis auxiliam et 
latitiam ferens.’’. In the second panel are seen 
the workers in textiles, shearing sheep, spinning, 
weaving, and bringing jars of dyes. The com- 
position in both these panels is graceful and the 
color is light, delicate, and harmonious, A feat- 
ure of these panels is an elaborate ornamental 
border which adds greatly to the decorative ef- 
fect. This border was designed by the late P. V. 
Galland of Paris. aud is the same as that which sur- 
rounds the works of various French artists in the 
Pantheon in Paris, The panels are half round in 
form, and are forty feet long and twenty feet 
high, and, unlike most of the decorations on the 
Exposition buildings, were painted on canvas, 
and may be preserved after the building is taken 
down. 

L. C. Earle and F. D. Millet are executing sim- 
ilar panels for the northeast and northwest pa- 
vilions of the same building.

A few exceedingly fine examples of en- 
graved portraits have been received by Keppel & 
Co, The one whichis probably the most cele- 
brated is that known as “The Cadet of the 
Pearl,“ by Antoine Masson, a portrait of Henry 
of Lorraine, so called because it shaws a large 
pearl Which he wears in his ear. Of this there 
are proofs of a first and a second state, The por- 
trait by Edelinck of Philippe de Cham- 
paigne, after a painting by himself, 
is another masterpiece. Longhi, the Ita)- 
ian engraver, said of it: “I shall die before I 
Cease to contemplate it with wonder always new.“ 
Other noted portraits in line are those of Cardinal 
Dubois, by Drevet, remarkable for its softness 
and transparency of flesh tones, and of Lord 
Thariow, by Bartolozzi. Two remarkable megzo- 
tints are those of Thomas Erskine, by John Johes, 
from Sir Joshua Reynolds’ portrait, and of Lady 
Sarah bunbury, by Fisher, also from a painting 
by Reynolds. 


At Thurber’s there is a collection of twenty 
of F. Hopkinson Smith’s Venetian water-colora. 
All are painted in the direct, simple, and effective 
manner so familiar in the work of this artist. 
Two which are especially pleasing, perhaps be- 
cause they show more detail and more study than 
the others, are The Quiet Street and Behind 
the Dogana.” There are also at Thurber’s pict- 
ures in water color by Jan Van Essen of a pair of 
tigers anda pair of lions which are strongly 
drawn and effective, and eight Dutch landscapes 
by Charles Gruppe, scenes about the Hague and 
Larren. The Canal at the Hague,” showing a 
gtay, windy day on the outskirts of the city is one 
of the most interesting.

This word means an 
incline and is uged because the bathing places 
are usually long flights of stone steps leading 
from the bank to the river. They were re- 
peated at intervals of a few hundred yards, 
and in each were hundreds bathing, some 
“chats”? bemg used by men, some by 
women, some by both sexes together. 
All go in, removing only partially their 
clothes; but after bathing they divest them- 
selves of their soiled garments, and pottmg 
on clean ones they proceed to wash the othera, 
which they then bear away on their heads, 
Arrived at the top of the steps they sit in the 
sun or wind until the clothing they wear is 
dry. Interspersed among the bathing ghats 
were burni hats. ere the dead were 
brought at all hours. We found the ground 
hollowed out in places, and in some of the 
hollows the embers of the last cremation were 
dying out. 

On our way out and back we passed groups 
of the inendicant caste. Their bodies, which 
were nearly naked, were white, head and all, 
with a kind of flour which on their black 
skins looked like ashes. 

The climate of Calcutta at this season is 
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quite enjoyable. The thermometer marks 
about 70° in thé morning, runs up to nearly 80° 
at noon, and by evening is down to about 75°, 
But this is the winter season. All the world is 
in town and social life is at its gayest. The 
constant presence of maharajahs, rajahs, 
nawabs, and rich planters who have plenty of 
money to spend makes Calcutta an iinportant 
city. The gay season, héwever, is short. By 
the first of March the climate begizs to be- 
come oppressive. Then the Viceroy retreats 
to the northern latitude and high altitude 
of Simla and the government 
of India is established there for seven or 
eight months. The Lieutenant-Governor, in 
like manner, retreats to Dorjeeling.

Taking the train on the other 
sideand traveling through the night 200 miles 
we arrived for breakfast at the ** - point 
of the Dorjeeling railway, a road of only two 
feet gauge. The distance by air line is hardly 
more than 25 miles, but so many are the wind- 
ings necessary to reach the great height that 
the railroad is fifty-one miles long, and to 
traverse this distance required seven hours 
and a half, The narrow track and extremely 
short cars made it possible for the train to 
follow the sharpest curves in the road. When 
the steepness of the hills barred further prog- 
ress the train was reversed aud a receamg 
track running sharply up hill placed the train 
at another height, from which it could again 
proceed to climb, Other exigencies required 
other ingenuity, as when the train described a 
complete circle, all the time rising, 80 that 
when the circle was completed the train stood 
directly over its own oo —— : mang feet 
higher, tying itself up into a knot, as it were. 

In this ben J the great height of 7,400 feet 
was reached, from which a descent of 600 feet 
brought us safely to Dorjecling, 6,800 feet 
above the level. , 

We had left a temperature of 80° in Calcut- 
ta; here it was but 42°. We emerged from 
the station with chattering teeth and sought 
our hotel. It was straight before us, almost 
opposite the station, yet perched so high above 
the road that it was necessary to provide sad- 
die horses, on which in five minutes we 
reached it. Durmg the last hour of our jour- 
ney we had been in the clouds, and on arriv- 
ing were in a thick mist, so that no view could 
be had. During the night the cloads dis- 
persed. At 5a. m. directly before us was the 
full moon shining in undiminished splendor 
Below was the town, its houses and gardens 
falling 8 terrace * lost in the 
blackness of deep ravines. Across 
ravines rose towering hills, bounding the 
horizon line directly in front and hemming us 
in to right and left, and back of these rose the 
splendid Himalayas, their snow-capped sum-

noe The higher peaks began gradually to 
change color. Soon the whole line of snowy 
summits was bathed in glowing pink, which 
gradually stole down the valleys, tinting the 


bungalows and churches and fine buildings as 
far above us. At the other sideof the ravine 
were hills green to the top. We were aston- 
ished to learn that they were 15,000 to 17,000 
feet high, the snow line in this latitude bemg 
about at the latter elevation. A brisk fire was 
necessary day and night to keep our room 
comfortable. 3 

Starting before daybreak, wrapped in over- 
coats and rugs, I was carried in a dandy or 
chair high above the town, charmed at differ- 
ent turns in the road with frequent visions of 
the wonderful mountains, the views of which 
had the day before so transported me. All 
the way along were fine bungalows and well- 
kept estates closed for the short winter sea- 
son, and almost at the very summit, more 
than 7,000 feet above, a parade ground and 
barracks and officers’ quarters for the En- 
glish troops stationed here to guard the not 
distant passes into Nepaul ana Thibet, which 
are independent and not always ina 
States. The route led over hi 
then down a road overhanging a ravine 
more than a thousand feet below it; 
up’and across other hills until a small table 
land on the top of a mountain was reac at 
an elevation of nearly 10,000 feet. Here I ro- 
mained for a time scanni the clouds 
in the horizon directly before me. At 
my right were the superb mountains, looking 
higher than ever. Soon my eyes detected a 
break in the clouds. As it broadened it re- 
vealed peaks of snow, whiter even than the 
clouds. My morning expedition had been 
crowned with success. I recalled previous 
memorable and exalted moments when it was 
my happiness to see for the first time hoary 
Mount Blanc, the solitary and majestic Matter- 
horn, towering and beautiful Orizaba, and 
picturesque Popocatapetl. But here was a 
mountain compared with which they were but 
pigmies. My eyes rested upon Mount Everest, 
the highest mountain in the world, which 
reared its head above all earthly things to the 
stupendous height of 29,000 feet.

In the recent discussion before the British In- 
stitution of Mechanical Engineers of the theory 
that the earth must be composed of the same

sun many of our metals, particularly iron, in the 
state of vapor—while meteoric stones, which be- 
long to the same order of substances as the 
planets, have been found, by actual analysis, 
to large); iron and its 
carbides, a. diffusion of 
gases would lead to the presumption that on 
the condensation of the metallic vapor the sub- 
stances of higher specific gravity, or ater 
atomic weight, would collect chiefly near cen- 
ter of the future globe, while the lighter matters

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For a Century and a Half the Cornish- 
man Has Blasted and Drilled. Into 
Solid Granite for the Precious Metal 
and Today He Is Still at Werk- Terrors 
of the Iron Ladder to the Uninitiated— 
How the Men Labor and the Meager 
Wages They Make. 

Sr. Just, England, March 1.—[Special Cor- 

respondence.]— William the Conqueror be- 

stowed Cornwall in his free royal way upon 
his half brother Robert, and thus arose “ that 
great Earldom and Duchy of Cornwall which 
was deemed too powerful to be trusted in the 
hands of any but men closely akin to the: 
royal house. Siace the days of the Black 

Prince it has formed the appanage to the 

heir apparent, and the present Prince of 

Wales is, in right of his position, Duke of 

Cornwall, His gross income from . mining 

royalties, court fees, land, etc., in connection 

with the Duchy is $500,000 a year. A large 
part of this sum is expended in maintenance 
and salaries; and the administration of the 

Duchy is in the hands of such high- 

ty named functionaries as Lord Warden of 

the Stannaries, Keeper of the Privy Seal, 

Attorney-Genera!, Receiver-General, Auditor, 

Secretary and Record-Keeper, Solicitor, etc.,

The ladder was in sections of about 
tifty feet and then came a platform just large 
enough not to be a resting place, and through 
a little hole loomed the top of the next sec- 
tion. And so we went on, but my breath went 
faster than we did, and when we came to thé 
170th fathom level I was glad indeed. 

I plunged ahead after my plutonian guide, 
bumping my head here and there when I 
strajghtened my —— back, splashing my 
feet in a pool of water when I missed my step 
on the ties of the rails, my tallowdip often 
going out and leaving me in a darkness that I 
could feel. The demoniac racket of the ap- 
proaching ore car sent me almost into a panic, 
and I only escaped a collision which would 
have probably hurt me more than the car by 
flattening myself against the hanging wall, 
while a jet of warm water spurted trom the 
rock down my back. 

At last the head of the drift was reached. 
The miners were drilling the granite and pre- 
paring to blow the hole, or fire the blast. 
A thin ledge or reef of tin bearing ore could 
be discerned in the head, and the captain was 
following up the trail, hoping to come to a 
bunch. We were far out from the shore now 
—a quarter ofa mile mayhap—but the floor 
of the Atlantic was 800 feet above us. 

The miners here were working piecework, 
and averaged $15 for each four weeks, and 
this represents about the average earnings of 
the Cornish miners. Eight hour shifts are 
the rule, ad this, deducting ladder climbing 
time, a rest for a snack, and perhaps a pipe, 
is believed to represent rather less than more 
actual work in driving 
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oliths are used in the fields for cattle to scratch 
on, while prehistoric cliff dwellings up to a 
few years ago were the hiding place of the 
wrecker and the refuge of the smuggler. 

* Fish, tin, copper —this is the ancient 
Cornish toast. But the fisheries are in a bad 
way, as the price of pilchards hardly justities 
the taking; ‘the copper production is nil, and 
tin can hardly be brought from the deep levels 
unless the lode be very rich. So that the chief 
industries languish. 

St. Just is the westernmost town. It is an 
easy walk from Land’s End, and the roar of 
the Atlantic sounds ever up and down its quiet 
streets. The church, the inn, the houses seem 
in the dull drizzle of the morning 
to wear a repellent look. Their angles are 
uncompromising, and the stern gray granite 
of which they are built allowstno soft familiar- 
ity froin the mosses and lichens that so gently 
tone the usual English village. Trees are not 
there, nor flowers—only bareness and granite. 
But a dark, low-browed Cornish woman with 
eyes wide apart was vending from door to 
door gaudy imitations of roses and peonies 
and tuhps, I followed the winding street up 
and down in search for the friend who had 
invited me to descend the Botallack mine. 
At last I found him and duly armed with the 
necessary powers pushed forward to the 
historic Bal (or mine), westernmost of all the 
Cornish Bala, with a century and a half be- 
hind it, the Atlantic above it, and a great 
future before it.

All this time I had put aside the thought of 
the ladder.

man, not breathing, it seemed to me. When 

I reached the cage level I staggered to the 

floor and lay prone. Five hundred rungs of 

ladder I had gripped. A good Samaritan 

gave me a drop of lukewarin water out of his 
tin. and I gasped for ten minutes. 

When I came to the surface the fresh ocean 
air was a bracer, and after a warm bath and a 
return to my own clothes 1 feit better. but 
those ladders ultimately cost me a week in 
bed. It was account day at the mine. The 
adventurers, or owners (for the Botallack 1s 
owned not by acompany but by an associa- 
t on of proprietors in the nature of a partner- 
ship) were gathered together fur the 
settlement held each sixteen weeks. 
With the nature of the settlement 
I have natght to do, but the dinner that fol- 
lowed I thought the most admirable climax 
to mine inspection 1 had ever seen. On one 
end of the long tab in the board-room was 
a giant round of boiled beef, on the other a 
great roast, while legs of mutton and roast 
geese and such like “fixin’s”’ were scattered 
about. There were only some twenty, but 
had we all been Gargantuas we had not 
been able to clear, that bountifully spread 
table. When we made what. inroad 
our best. endeavors cotld manage and 
had ended with a course of puddi 
the cloth was removed in old time style, a 
the clean white table was plenished with sun- 
dry bottles and long church warden clay 
pipes and tobacco.

BEST ROUTE FOR POLAR EXPLORATION. 


Admiral McClintoek Thinks Franz Josef 
Land Nearly Approaches the Pole. 

The veteran Arctic explorer, Admiral Sir 
Leopold McClintock, has written a letter to 
Mr. F. G. Jackson in which he upholds 
strongly the advantages of the Franz Josef 
Land route for polar exploration. He says: 
* Franz Josef Land does almost certainly ap- 
proach more nearly to the pole than any other 
land yet discovered. Therefore I think 
it is the only route which offers a possibility 
of success to a North Pole attempt, and this 
because the Polar Rack has been found to be 
so rugged as to render all attempts to sledge 
over its surface extremely slow and laborious. 
To explore the northern shores of Franz Josef 
Land alone would constitute asuccess, and one 
of no ordinary interest. The explorer would 
in all probability be enabled to approach 
nearer to the pole than has hitherto been 
accomplished, A study of the currents and 
of the positions of the drift-wood from Sibe- 
rian rivers upon the shores of Spitzbergen 
would thrown light upon the supposed ex- 
pansion northward of Franz Josef Land. My 
impression is that avast deal of that drift- 
wood must have reached its destination by 

assing northward and westward to Franz 

osef d; if this is so, it seems improbable 


that it extends very much farther northward 


than is ut present known. But all geographi- 
cal speculation is extremely unreliable. An ex- 
pedition wintering at Franz Josef Land, with 
well-prepared sledging equipments, would, in 
my opinion, be in the very best ition for 
adding to our stock of geographical knowl- 
edge in as high a latitude as has ever yet been 
reached, and with the possibility of a still far- 
ther northern advance. 


Immunity in Corn That Must Be Paid. 


A curious case has been decided in a French 
country town. In the year 1634 the famous Mar- 
shal Boufflers pledged himself and his heirs or 
the eventual proprietors of his mansion at Crillon 
to bestow every year on the vestry clerk of that 
village three measures of corn, on condition that 
the latter should instruct the children of the 
parish in the catechism and chant the Latin 

mn. “Qui Lazerium,” in memory of the 

arshal's wife, in the chapel of the piace, The 
Crillon mansion passed —＋ many hands, 
and is now the property of the Duke de 
Lévis-Mirepoix. Of late years, since the law reg- 
ulating public instruction, the clerical teachers 
had been replaced by lay masters, who did not 
fulfill the first part of the contract signed by 
Marshal Boufiters. The Duke de Lévis-Mirepoix 
accordingly stopped the annual supply of corn. 
but the Mayoraity of Crillon instituted pr - 
ings against him. The tribunal has decided that 
the Duke de Lévis-Mirepoix, not being a descend- 
ant of Marshal Boufflers or in any way a member 
of the latter’s family, was not empowered to can- 
cel a gift made by the Marshal, and accordingly 
the proprietors of the Crillon mansion will have 
to Fer 71 furnishing the annual tribute of corn. 
—Paris er. 


Snow Avalanches in the West. 


One of the greatest and in some respects most- 
appalling dangers that threaten miners and min- 
ing camps in the mountains of the West and 
Northwest at this season and on into the spring 
is from the tremendous avalanches of snow that 
sweep down the mountain sides, carrying away 
and — everything in their path. The edge 
of a terri snowslide near Kaslo, Wash., last 
week, swept over the entrance to a mine, carried 
away all the buildings, blackemith-shops, sheds, 
storehouses and 400 to 500 tons of ore, and two 
miners, who ran out from the mine opening to see 
what was the cause of the great roaring sounds. 
The men are buried under 150 feet of snow, and 
their bodies will not be recovered until late in 
the spring.

MITTED LITERARY SUIOLDE. 


But Like Zola and Ouids He May Some 
Day Perceive That There Are Things in 
this World Not Bad and Vile—“ L’ Ameri- 
caine” and Ite Fairly Pieasing Treat- 
ment of Citizens of the States—A “ Leaf- 
less Spring” and Its Sad Memories— 
Similarity Between Barrie and Jerome. 


Edgar Saltus, that indisputable man of 
genius, author of those remarkable essays, the 
“Anatomy of Negation and the Philosophy 
of Disenchant ment,“ also of that exceedingly 
clever introduction to Balzac’s Tales Before 
Supper,“ has committed literary suicide. It 
is bad enough to read the worst French novels 
in French, but to read them in our vernacu- 
lac is impossible. Bursting with cynicism and 
pessimism, charged with venom, and armed 
with poisoned arrows, Edgar Saltus has 
ceased long since to make himself any- 
thing but futilely revengeful in his stories. 
He has a really noble hero in his Madam 
Sepphira,”’ strange to say, a human and lova- 
ble one too, for which (and whom) we thank 
the author, but the eponym more than brings 
aon the average for systematic, deliberate, 
rapacious wickedness, 

If Mr. Saltus’ talent could only be pointed 
occasionally in the direction of moderate ex- 
cellence we might have a treat, his style is so 
good. It is not too late to expect such a re- 
vulsion, for, like Zola and Ouida, and Rhoda 
Broughton, Saltus will turn some day and give 
us a beautiful tale of true love and virtue, 
and while we enjoy the story we shall know

| that he doesn't mean a word of it. 


Novel writing affects some persons painful- 
In looking for reasons and motives they 
find only the impugnable ones. Everybody 
knows that for one striking coincidence we 
see and note there are a thousand every-day, 
haphazard sayings and doings which come to 
naught. And so it appears to be with bad- 
ness in books. Even the worst characters do 
good things every day, but they are too little 
remarkable to be jotted down. Some day, 
when evil gets as common as Saltus would 
have us believe it is now, who knows that good 
deeds and pure motives will not be worth re- 
cording? And then at least our reading may 
be elevating if our observation is not so, 

The French are so elusive, so delicate, so 
airy in their innuendoes that Saltus, imitating 
them in other ways but not these, stands out 
coarse and repugnant by contrast. 

Again, there are French novels which are of 
an altogether different order. Artemus Ward 
once said that at a Congressional election in 
1864 or thereabouts he “ delibritly ” voted for 
Henry Clay. He knew that Henry was dead, 
he admitted. „But as we don’t seem to have 
any good livin’ politicians, by all means let 
us have a first-class corpse.” This spirit at 
times appears to actuate some of our Chicago 
publishers, who, when good American grist is 
slack in their mills, supply them with trans- 
lations of French authors. . 


Ingredients of a French Novel. 


Messrs. Merrill & Higgins have recently 
published L’Américaine,”’ by Jules Clarétie, 
a novel which is piquant, interesting, and 
thoroughly French, without bermg absolutely 
satisfactory. It is astonishing with how few 
ingredients a Frenchman can mix a novel. 
Three characters usually, a woman and two 
men—one her husband the other her lover— 
make up the cast; and conversations which 
would be inconsequent and interminable in 
any other tongue, are readable and so full of 
sparkle as to be-crisp to the end. The pilot 
is ordinarily extremely slow in development 
if indeed there is anything which can be dig- 
nified by the name of plot. A series of epi- 
sodes, rather, ending in a moral paroxysm, 
which results in numbness, rarely an awaken- 
mg—such is the usual order of exercises. 
„L'Americaine differs from the run of 
French novels in this respect. heroine is 
brought to her senses by a simple old French 
lady, who assumes, Boffin.like, an aspect of 
cruelty, accuses her (the younger’s) husband 
of all sorte of business frauds, and rouses 
the wife’s ire and dormant devotion. The 
other man—he who had deen in love 


with her long before her marriage—shows a 


disposition at the end of the book to be con- 
soled by another, a fatally unpicturesque dé- 
novement, but rather an unusual one in mod- 
ern books. 

The character of Richard Norton, the hero, 
the American—and the story should have been 
named L’Americain for him—is exceedingly 
well drawn, quite marvelously so, indeed, for 
a Frenchman’s pen. 

Our own novelists rarely draw a more cor- 
rect or probable picture of their own country- 
men, certainly not a more interesting one, 
and when they try to depict a French- 
man they fal even more signally. 
The story is not new and the details are not 
original. Mra. Norton-Sylvia-L’Americaine, 
in short, is of surpassing loveliness, enhanced 
by a deep melancholy, when the story opens, 
That detail is certainly not startlingly fresh, 
she has taken everything for it, as the 
minstrels say, and is, in fact, under the care 
of the most skillful doctor in France, when 
the story begins. But it is mental. She is, 
in fact, dying for Georges de Solis, the 
lover of other days, and, as luck 
would have it, her fate casts her 
in the same little spot on this mighty earth. 
So far there is little originality. The incident 
of Mr. Norton’s taking a maguificent villa at 
Trouville, where he is in constant communi- 
cation with his business, 1s 3 rather 
new in novels, although we are coming 
inured to great magnificence both in plays 
and books lately. 

The Montgomerys—more Americans—are 
exceedingly amusing, if a trifle overdrawn. 
Mrs. Montgomery, sitting to her first husband 
(divorced) for her portrait, with the reluctant 
consent of Montgomery, her second, is a 
brand new idea, even in fiction, which has in- 
vented everything; and their conversations are 
Franco-American, a new tongue, which we in 
this country do not as yet fully understand. 

But the fiery French characteristics of M. 
de Solis, allayed somewhat by his friendship 
for Norton, but later defying all extinguish- 
ment, and leading him to propose an elope- 
ment with the wife of his friend, whom he 
has always loved, are remarkably well detined ; 
and so are those of Sylvia, gentle, sweet, 
and good at heart. When Solis’ mother, sus- 

cting her son’s passion and intended sui- 
cide (moral and social), goes to Sylvia and 
charges her husband with fraud in his busi- 
ness, Sylvia, who had ence enterfained for 
a mad moment the * of abandoning 
him, flies to his side there is po longer 
a question of her wifely devotion, If only 
the right strings could be played upon at such 
crises and by the right people how many dire 
domestic calamition—and others—might be 
averted. 

The story is purely moral and of a lovely in- 
fluence. 1 is sprichtly, bold in style, and 
virile; very French in quickness and light- 
ness of touch and at times witty. It is quite 
a remarkable novel, all things considered, and 
not too well translated. 

Schubin’s “ Leafless Spring.” 

Miss Mary Safford, who has been one of our 
best translators of novels in several languages, 
including the Scandinavian tongues, if one ss 
not mistaken, has just brought out, or Messrs. 
Lippincott have done so for her, A Leafless 
Spring,” by Schubin, whose name is 
guaranty sufficient for anything he 
chooses to head, or undersign. This is a 
tragedy of the deepest dye. There is hardly a 
joyous note in it from the first, and the effect, 
naturaliy, is gloomy in the extreme. Schubin 
shows hiinself at home, in a way, in English 
life, although he represents the dreariest side 
of it, as is the case with foreigners. The stiff 
young English prude, who pays Jack’s, the 
hero’s debts, gracefully and delicately, and 
afterwards marries him, he offering no resist- 
ance, ard maddens him with her ef- 
fusive love, is very terrible. Jack, an 
artist, is hopelessiy in lore with a 
beautiful young Italian el m Paris—a 
lovely creature whom he would have married 
if he not found her to be already encum- 
bered with a ruffianly consert of her own 
race, and long afterward he hears the true 
story of her marriage, how she was forced

Only two or three of the chapters have any- 
thing to do with our old favorites, for “An 
Auld Licht Manse ” is simply the name of the 
first little sketch in the book.

‘REGISTER TUESDAY. 
Those who were not registered last October 


and who are duly qualified voters should take 


care to register next Tuesday. That is the 
only day this spring. There were many vot- 
ers last fall who had not an opportunity to 
register. They will have one Tuesday. All 
those who have come of age since October, or 
who may come of age before the 4th of next 
month, should register. Foreign born per- 


| sons who will be entitled to their final natural- 


ization papers on or before the 4th of April 
may also register in their respective precincts. 
Tobe registered requires a residence of one 
year in the State, ninety days in the county, 


ble that there are 25,000 persons in Chicago 
who were not registered last fall and who will 
be entitled to be registered this week. The 
election is as important for those people as 
the national election of last fall. On the re- 
sult depends the good government of the city, 
ita peace, order, and progress, Every man 
entitled to be registered, therefore, should not 
fail to go to the polling place of his precinct 
and have his name entered. The places Will 
be open at 8 o’clock in the morning and will 
not close until 9 o’clock in the evening. 
Persons who have changed their residence 
since last November and who were registered 
at that time will have to register anew. It 
will not be necessary, as it was under the old 
law, to obtain transfers. All that is requisite 
is to go to the polling place of the precinct of 
residence, explain the change, and have the 
name entered on the new registry. The trans 
fer will be made by the election officers. In 
a city like Chicago, with a large migratory 
population, changes of residence are frequent. 
The voter should bear in mind that he cannot 
cast a ballot unless registered in the precinct 
of his residence. There is no escape from 
this rule. 3 
Those who have not changed their resi- 
dence and who were registered last fail are 
still registered. The registration then made 
lasts for two years. The names of the voters 
are carried on the books and should not be 
removed except in case of death or change of 
residence. But it will be well for the voters 
to examine the lists in their respective pre- 
cincts and ascertain whether their names are 
properly entered thereon. About 100 of the 


In making out 
the lists tor the new precincts the election offi- 
cers may have made mistakes and omissions. 
The voters should see to it that they do not 
suffer on that account. 

It would be a good idea for the Citizens’

HE COULD NOT RUN A CORNER. 

A New York paper quotes a member of the 
Produce Exchange in that city as saying it is 
impossible for outsiders to work a successful 
corner in Chicago. He says: They won't 
let you. They have no more honor than a 
band of train robbers when it comes to deal- 
ing with men of a different city.“ Then he 
talked of an intended corner in grain which 
was balked by the passage of a rule of the 
Board of Trade “ making all grain within the 
city limits, whether in car or boat, on the 
platform or in the street, deliverable grain.” 
He says the men running the corner had to 


‘throw up their hands, but if they had been 


Chicago men the Board of Trade would not 
have stultified itself in any such way. 

This is the veriest bosh, though given a con- 
spicuous place in the columns of the Herald. 


The policy of the Chicago Board of Trade 


always has been to favor the making of Chi- 
cago a market for greatest possible quan- 
tity of produce consistent with a proper con- 
duct of the business, which includes due re- 
gard to the rights of persons owning the prop- 
erty. If at any time this has not been its 
policy the board was then acting contrary to 
the declared objects of its organization, and 
if it has favored the running of a corner, ex- 
cept to the extent of insisting on the due per- 
formance of a contract, it has acted in oppo- 
sition to the laws of the State and the good 
of its citizens. This without reference to 
whether a corner was attempted to be run 
by a member of the board or by an outsider. 

Under the rules of the board any grain 
warehouse is declared regular if it be con- 
veniently approachable by vessels of ordinary 
draft and has custorhary shipping facilities, 
the proprietors or managers having good 
financial standing and credit, and being will- 
ing to abide by the rules of the board and the 
laws of the State. The rule is designed to 
protect owners of the grain from undue 
charges for handling or loss from unusual de- 
lay, not to limit the quantity available for 
sale. Indeed, the rules expressly provide that 
the directors shall have power, whwn in their 
judgment an emergency exists requiring more 
storage rooin than can be supplied by the reg- 
ular elevator warehouses, to declare regular 
for the time being any storehouse, vessels, or 
places suitable for the storage of grain 
within the city limits. But this is accom- 
panied by the proviso that the cost of delivery 
to vessels dr railroad cars from these places 
shall not be greater than is made by the regu- 
lar elevators for the same service. No note is 
made in regard to the cost of deiivery to those 
places, that beinga matter over which the 
board should not have control. It is for the 
owner of the property to decide whether or 
not he will pay the expense of putting it where 
it can be sold under the rules established for 
the purchase and sale of grain and other prod- 
uce as regular. 

If the directors had not authorized the ex- 
tension complained of in the case referred to 
they would have neglected their duty as de- 
fined by the rules. Also they would have been 
open to the charge of winking at, if not of 
working in collusion with, an effort to corner 
the supply of material and prevent owners of 
grain in the country from sending it in to be 
sold at the relatively high prices bid by the 
men who were running that corner. It would 
be well if the gentlemen told the truth in -say- 
ing it is impossible for outsiders to work a 
successful corner in this city, and if the 
same could be said of residents, ‘The 
truth is that under the rules of the 
board a corner cannot be operated 
successfully by any one unless it be done 
80 quickly that the squeeze of the shorts is ef- 
fected before they have time to bring in sup- 
plies from outside to fill their contracts. It is 
to the credit of the board that it does not 
favor the keeping out of material to be sold 
at the highest price attainable by the owner, 
and if the grumbler has lost money through 
this fact he is not entitled to much sympathy. 
The monopolizing of a market is equally 
wrong, whether done by a broker on ’Change 
or a manipulator of oil, coal, sugar, matches, 
op any other thing the consumption of which 
is.recognized as necessary to civilized com- 
fort. 


THE DANGER IN SILVER. 

Charles S. Fairchild, ex-Secretary of the 
Treasury, does not believe the gain in the gold 
reserve will be other than temporary, unless 
there be a radical change in conditions. In a 
speech at the annual banquet. of the Massa- 
chusetts State Board of Trade he said: “The 
law of nature is at work blowing this cur- 
rency we are grinding out like a sand blast 
directly against the financial foundations of 
the business of this country and underminmę 
it. You are going to lose your gold in this 
country just as surely as the sun will rise.“ 

The currency question 1s the most serious 
and important one the administration has to 
deal with. The tariff is a tough problem, but 


| it can be postponed more easily, and pottered 


over, tinkered with, or cobbled up with less 
danger to the interests of the country than 
can the money question. The proposed ad- 
justment of the tariff may wait without an 
augmentation of any injustice claimed to be 
due tu the present order of things. But the 
difficulty of maintaining the currency at parity 
with gold increases each month and day, and 
until the disease is radically treated it will 
continue to grow worse and more dangerous. 
The trouble is not to find a solution to the 
problerh, but -te get irresolute, cowardly 
demagogues to apply aremedy for the evil. 
To do or not to do 1s the question, 

The situation is this: The Treasury holds 
some 470 millions of silver, much of it un- 
coined, which is worth as bullion about 64 
cents for the 37114 grains that are authorized 
by law to be put into the dollar. For this un- 
coined silver the government has issued paper 
money, called Treasury notes, to an amount 
equal to the commercial value of the bullion 
at the time of purchase. The holders of this 
paper are entitled to have it redeemed in 

“coin,” at the option of the government. 
That is, the government may pay either in 
siiver or gold, as preferred by its officials. If 
it snould redeem these notes in silver when 
the holders ot the paper want gold the yellow 
metal will go to a premium in terms of silver, 
or the latter will go toa discount in terms of 
gold. In other words, gold and silver doliars 
will then part company. They will not have 
the same purchasing power, and thereafter 
silver will be used exclusively by debtors in 
payment of all debts, unless by special agree- 
ment when the creditor allows the debtor the 
current quoted Wall street premium on gold. 
Then all prices will be made and Quoted in 
termes of silver, and the premium on gold will 
change daily in Wall street—constantly grow- 
ing larger, until the silver and the gold dollar 
will be as far apart in purchasing power as are 
their bullion or commercial values. They will 
stand in the same relation to each other as 60 
or 65 cents now does to 100 cents. 

Now here is the pecullar feature of the case: 

The government holds one-third more silver 
than would, when coined, redeem all its Treas- 


Ury notes issued agaist the silver so beld. 


silver, Thus it holds back one-third of all 
the silver exacted from the seller and retains 
the right to redeem the note with the re- 
maining two-thirds. It holds back 190 grains 
of the silver it received per dollar, and re- 
deems its paper with less than two-thirds of 
the amount of silver it received in exchange. 
for that paper. 
The performing of that trick is the essence 
of the Sherman bill which became a law July 
14, 1890, Under it the government is buying 
each month silver bullion: to the amount of 
the purchasing power of about $3,750,000 in 
gold dollars and issuing to thesellers Treasury 
notes as money in payment therefor, while it 
retains the option to coin the said monthly 
purchase of silver into more than 5,800,000 of 
standard silver dollars. It retains the right 
to redeem the certificates with 3,750,000 of the 
lightweight dollars and pocket or confiscate 
the remaining 2,050,000 of lightweight dollars, 
calling it seigniorage, when in plain lan- 
guage the operation is a cheat, a palpable 
fraud, unworthy the government of a civilized 
people, | 

To resort to its option to redeem the Treas- 
ury notes in lightweight silver dollars would 
be such a manifest fraud that the government 
could not stoop to it except on compulsion.” 
It feels constrained in equity and by regard 
fur honesty in its policy to redeem them in 
gold coin when presented for redemption. 
It has been doing so for years. It does not 
take advantage of its own legalized option to 
be dishonest. But will it be able to avoid 
taking such a miserably fraudulent position 
if it keeps on for months and years longer add- 
ing to its now big stock wf silver lying in the 
Treasury vaults with no use for it? There is 
danger in keeping up these purchases. They 
ought to be stopped, and President Cleveland 


-could not do better than to call a special ses- 


sion of Congress for that purpose. By the 
time the business could be reached at the 
next regular session it might be too late to 
prevent the national disgrace of paying off 
the Treasury notes witn less than two-thirds 
the amount of silver that was received by the 
government in exchange for them. 


THE TORRENS LAND TRANSFER BILL. 

There was printed in yesterday’s Trisuns a 
long letter from A. M. Pence to Speaker 
Crafts in which he attacks with great energy 
the bill now before the Leyislature providing 
for the introduction in this State of what is 
known as the Torrens land transfer system. 
He is unable to find any good points in the 
bill drafted by the commission, and promises 
that if passed there would be “ such a crop of 
litigation as was never before planted.”’ 

Inusmuch as the bill was drawn by lawyers 
Tun Trrsuns took it fot granted that it had 
no legal flaws. As the object of the measure 
was to facilitate the transfer of real estate and 
lessen the cost, both of which are desirable, 
the only fault which this paper found with the 
bill was that the duty of passing on titles was 
to be turned over to the appointees of a polit- 
ical officer—the Recorder of Deeds. It was 
not to be expected that these subordinates 
would be chosen for their ability, but for par- 
tisan reasons.’ In such officers no one would 
have any confidencg,.and the system which 
depended on them for its efficiency would die 
stili-born. 

Mr. Pence goes much farther. He says that 
the passage of this chill would not only cause 
great confusion and inconvenience but that it 
is unconstitutional— 

By making a judge out of a recorder of deeds in 
a manner unknown to its provisions. A person 
authorized to hear and determine exercises judi- 
cial functions. The law is clearly unconstitu- 
tional. It proposes also to confer jurisdiction 
upon such new judge without the right of a re- 
hearing or of an appeal. 

It has been understood that those who drafted 


the bill were of the opinion that they had done 
it in sucha manner that this objection could not 
be pressed successfully. Mr. Pence thinks 
otherwise. 

He asserts further that if this bill were 
passed gross wrong would be inflicted and the 
rightful owners of property would be deprived 
of it. He says, also, that it uproots the 
chapters of our statutes on judgment liens, 
conveyancing, wills, descent, and evidence, 
and repeals large portions of twenty-five 
other chapters of our Revised Statutes, with- 
out referring to these statutes or intimating 
that their repeal is intended. 

Even if it be assumed that Mr. Pence has 
stated his case too strongly and that a liberal 
allowance should be made therefor, yet there 
would remain enough to his objections to 
make it advisable for the Legislature to dis- 
cuss this bill véry thoroughly before passing 
it. It is not likely, however, that it will 
take any action regarding it. It is a lazy, 
inert body, which cannot be moved to pass 
measures which are generally demanded. It 
will not pass one whieh has no very strong 
popular backing, especially if the lawyers get 
into a fight over it and cannot agree as to its 
effect. 


“ REFORM” BY SECRETARY MORTON. 

Secretary Morton is reported to have begun 
the use of the official ax on a large scale. He 
has dismissed, or rather ‘‘ furloughed,”’ a large 
number of employés in the Bureau of Animal 
Industry. It appears the persons whose serv- 
ices are thus summarily dispensed with are 
mostly those who have been at work inspect- 
ing animals and meats intended for export— 
namely: the microscopists employed in con- 
nection with the packmg-houses in the large 
cities. Forty-three of these employés have 
been retired from the office in Chicago, three 
from Indianapolis, and a total of seventy-five 
others from Omaha, Kansas City, Cincinnati, 
Pittsburg, and various other points, the esti- 
mated saving by this one order alone being 
$10,550 per month. 

It is stated that other changes are contem- 
plated which will further lessen the extrav- 
agance observed in the conduct of the Agri- 
cultural Department. Doubtless these can be 
made with advantage, for it is notorious that 
a great number of persons are employed by it 
to do work the value of which to the pub- 
lic is at least problematical, and that a fear- 


fully largaqmovnt of printing is done much 


of which is of no use at all to the people who 
pay the bills. But there ia room to ask if the 
reform has not begun at the wrong end. Mr. 
Hatch, the Chairman of the House Committee 
on Agriculture, has recomniended that the ex- 
pense of meat inspection for the export trade 
be hereafter borne by the packers instead of 
by the government. This sounds plausible. 
But it may be remembered that the meat 
inspection was instituted with the especial ob- 
ject of giving to European buyers reason for 
confidence in the soundness of our meats and 
their freedem from harmful @ptozoa, such as 
trichinz, and that if such inspection were now. 
to be made by the packers the business would 
be open to suspicion. The governments on

Each one that is established here forms an ad- 
ditional reason and attraction for others to 
come, on the principle which once made all 
roads lead to Rome after that city had 
achieved an undoubted position as the me- 
tropolis of the empire.

est shipping point in the United States, and 
no manufacturer can afford to avoid it.“ The 
material is all around us, the fuel needed for 
the cheap production of power is near, and 
the facilities for collecting the material and 
distributing the product are unsurpassed by 
any manufacturing center in the world. And 
the city constitutes the focus of supply fora 
vast area of consumption, which is ever filling 
up with a denser population, while its inhab- 
itants are individually more able to buy and 
consume with, an increase of prosperity in 
eack succeeding year. Already manufact- 
urers at the East are discovering that 
they cannot compete with those of 
Chicago in catering to the needs of 
the great West, and they are deciding 
to locate here, sharing the advantages of posi- 
tion which the place affords and becoming 
identified with its ever-growing industries. 
These and the men who are attracted from 
other areas will find plenty of space in the 
Calumet region, and doubtiess it will be ex- 
tensively resorted to till the whole of that im- 
portant section is bristling and humming with 
industry as Pullman and West Pullman are 
today.

STOP THE CIGARETTE EVIL. 

There is a bill before the Illinois Legisla- 
ture to prevent the manufacture and sale of 
cigarettes in this State. It has not made 
much progress, although there do not seem 
as yet to be any signs of opposition to it 
among the members, allof whom are aware 
of the fact that nothing has done more to de- 
stroy the minds and bodies of the youth of 
this country than the smoking of the opium- 
saturated cigarettes. 

While little progress has been made in this 
State, others have shown that they appreciate 
the necessity for legislation on this subject. 
The Nebraska House of Representatives has 
just passed by a vote of 75 to 1 a bill to pro- 
hibit the sale and manufacture of cigarettes, 
and a bill mak ing the sale of cigarettes illegal 
has been passed by the Washington Legisla- 
ture And signed by the Governor. The pen- 
alties are so severe that # wilt not pay a 
dealer to attempt to break the law. 

It seems that one reason why this measure 
went through the Washington Legislature 
with no opposition wes that the members 
were striking a blow at atrustas well as at 
the use of a poisonous commodity. They 
were killing two birds with ne stone. For 
some years the -cigarette business of the 
United States has been concentrated in the 
hands of one powerful concern, the American

It should 
not be too uear the smoke and dust of a city, 
for that would mean an atmosphere often 
laden with impurity in excess, inereasing the 
risk of altermg the shape of the lenses by 
cleaning them as well as meaning partial 
stoppage of light coming through the air. 
Nor should it be so near to a dense population 
as to attract crowds that would interfere with 
the work to which the instrument ought to be 
devoted most of the time that good seeing is 
possible. But it should be reachable by per- 
sons having aright to visit the observatory 
without oo much loss of time, and State 
pride ought to prevent it from beimg placed 
outside the limits of Illinois. Doubtless these 
points will be given due weight by the gentle- 
men who compose the committee that is 
charged with the duty of selecting a site, sub- 
ject to approval by the trustees and the gen- 
tleman who has made this nuble contribution 
to the cause of science in our midst. 


Tun Nebraska State Journal indorses the 
remarks made by Tus Tamms in reference 
to the statistical absurdities in the so-called 
crop reports issued monthly from Washington. 
It says it has repeatedly endeayored to secure 
statistics concerning the corn crop of Nebras- 
ka, and knows that all the figures given for 
the State are guesses that do not have the 
value of the paper they are written on. This 
is going beyond the position taken by Tue 
Tarpunz, which was that it is absurd to at- 
tempt to tell within ten or even a thousand 
bushels how much ofa given kind of grain 
was secured from the crop of any une year, or 
to the same degree of precision how much is 
left over at a stated time in the hands of pro- 
ducers. It is true that the information ob- 
tained from each locality reported on is mere- 
ly the result of a guess, and that when the Ag- 
ricultural Department bundles together sever- 
al thousand of these guesses, deducing there- 
from the statement that the total is an exact 
number of bushels, it makes itself a laughing- 
stock for the whole country. If the people do 
not hiss it down as either a sign of gross ig- 
norance or an attempt to play a confidence 
game on the citizens it is because they do not 
stop to think about it. For the average voter 
is sufficiently well informed ta be aware that 
in attempting to state to within a few bushels 
the magnitude of a grain crop in the United 
States the alleged statistician is aiming at the 
impossible.

Fancy Figures to Be Paid by the Lessees 
of a State Street Corner, 


Keebler & Co. have just closed the largest 
store and basement lease ever negotiated in 
the central business district. They have leased 
for the Chicago Leasehold Agreement and 
Declaration of Trust, a syndicate of Chicago 
capitalists, headed by Owen F. Aldis, the 
store and basement of the new sixteen-story 
building to be erected at the northwest corner 
of State and Madison streets, for a term 
rental of $500,000. The lease has been taken 
by Emil Hart, Maier Neuman, and Robert 
Hart of this city for a term of ten years from 
May 1, 1894, at an annual rent of $60,000. 
After taking out an entrance to the upper 
floors the store will have a frontage of fifty 
feet on State street and 106 feet on Madison, 
and about the same amount of sauare feet in 
the basement as on the first floor. The lessees 
will occupy a portion of the ground floor as a 
clothing store and the rest of the space will 
be divided into small stores and sub-let. The 
basement will be rented for a restaurant or 
oyster house; an offer of $12,000 a year tor the 
basement having already been made and de- 
clined by the lessees. The store will have a 
solid apes giass front; floors of mosaic, with 
marble and onyx trimmings; steum beat and 
electric light; and when completed will be one 
of the handsomest in the city. The base ment 
will have two large marble entrances on 
Madison street and will be provided with 
electric fans. 

The present building is leased toa New York 
restaurant man for the World’s Fair term of six 
months ata rental of $45,000 for the term. 
The rent paid for this property is not con- 
sidered high compared with the lease in the 
new Hartford building at the southwest cor- 
ner of Madison and Dearborn streets. This 
pro perty has a frontage of fifty feet on 

adison street and ninety feet on Dearborn. 
The store and basement were leased to a Cin- 
cinnati clothing house at a rental of $40,000 a 
year. 

The rental paid for the State street corner 
is equivalent to nearly $9.50 a square foot for 
the store floor space. The lease, however, is 
not a transaction on which square foot rentals 
can be fairly quoted. It is entirely specula- 
tive in its character, similar to the corre- 
— leases of ground floors and base- 
ments of the Hartford and Security Buildings.

A 1,100-Room World’s Fair Hotel Nearing 
Completion. 

It is claimed that the Great Eastern Hot l. 

on the block bounded by Sixtieth and Sixty- 

first streets, St. Lawrence and Champlain

avenues, has the largest number of rboms of 
any hotel in the world. It has 1,100 rooms, 
and work has so far advanced that insurance 
has been placed. The buildmg was planned 
by Frank 8B. Abbott and e 

by Badenoch Bros. The company is 
composed of local capitalists and the 
hotel enterprise will be managed by Copeland 
Townsend, formerly of the Palmer House. 
Although the building is but three stories high 
it was thought best to make it practically fire- 
proof by covering it with staff using mack- 
olite for the partitions, each one of which thus 
becomes to some extent a firestop wall. Rapid 
progress has been made in the construction of 
the building, and the roof will be on this week.

Money-Lenders Discriminated Against, 

The following is the substance of a bill in- 
troduced in t.e Legislature at Springfield by 
Representative Drury. In all cases of fore- 
closure of mortgages and other instruments 
given to secure an indebtedness upon real es- 
tate in this State the court shall ascertain and 
determine whether the mortgaged premises 
can be sold in separate parcels without injury 
to the interests of the persons interested; and 
if the court shall find that the premises can 
be sold without such injury the court shall di- 
rect in its decree that the premises shall be 
appraised and sold in separate parcels and 
under the direction of the officer or other 
persons appointed to make the sale, subject to 
the limitations of this chapter. When it shall 
be determined by the court that the premises 
may be sold in separate parcels, it shall be 
the duty of the officer or other person making 
the sale to first have said premises appraised 
in separate parcels and then offer for sale, 
and sell, first, all of the parcels of the prem- 
ises except the ‘parcel occupied by a dwelling- 
house, in case there be a dwelling-heuse on 
the premises, before offering for sale or sell- 
ing that parcel occupied by the dweiling-house. 
Only so much of the premises, as near as may 
be, shall be sold as shall be necessary to satis- 
fy the debt or debts found due and to be liens 
upon the premises, together with the costs,’’— 
Real Estate and Building Journal.

THE RESULT OF DEFORESTATION. 


A Lesson from Russia—Forests and Rain- 
fall, 

The first articie in the Edinburgh Review for 
January is entitled The Penury of Russia.“ 
A more dreary and unrelieved picture of 
blank desolation has hardly ever been printed. 

Without entering into details, here is one 
startling statement made by the reviewer. He 
says that owing to the destruction of the for- 
ests the rivers are drying up, and the eastern 
part of the country is literally being sanded 
up: “The ruthiess forest destruction which 
has been going on for a long time has had a 
serious effect in reducing the  ave- 
rage rainfall. The belts — wood at- 
tracted and held the moisture, which 
was slowly distributed for the beriefit of agri- 
culture; now, in vast regions, as for instance 
on the black soil, there is hardly a tree to be 
seen, and the consequence is the under- 
ground rivulets which nourished the soil have 
disappeared. The forests also broke the force 
of the fierce east desert winds. Now these 
winds, piercingly cold in winter and scorch- 
ingly hot in summer, burst ‘with full fury on 
the great plains, In summer their blasts are 
capable of withering the corn in a few days, 
and with them come sand-storms, which turn 
fertile land into permanent deserta. The un- 
fortunate experience of Central Asia, which 
once was a — of fertility, and now is a 
desert peopled by nomads only, are repeating 
themselves. 

In the Province of Astrachan an area of 
800 square miles is covered by drift sand; in 
that of Stawropol whole villages have disap- 
peared, and in 1885 soldiers had to be sum- 
moned to clear the sand from the houses, In 
the Province of Tauris the sand now —— 
150,000 dessjaetines (= 1.00925 hect.); the 
same disastrous effect took place in the 
north, where, after the destruction of the for- 
ests in the Provinces of Samara, Woronesh, 
and Tchernigow, hundreds of sana kills arose, 
which gradually covered the fertile land. A 
further consequence is that the rivers becomie 
shallower. In winter there is nothing 10 hold 
the snow, which is blown together in large 
heaps; these with the thaw dissolve into tem- 


porary torrents, washing away acres of tillage | 
and carrymg off ali moisture before it has had 


time to soak into the soil, 

** The river beds cannot contain all this wa- 
ter and inundations occur; but when it has 
swept down there is no further supply. The 
Woronesh, on which Peter the Great built his 
first ships, is now a mere rivulet; the Worsk- 
la, which fifteen years ago was a beautiful 
river, surrounded by woods and pastures, has 
absolutely disappeared; the Oka has become 
so shallow that barges coming from Nishego- 
rod were stranded upon its sands. At Doro- 
gobush the Dniepercan be crossed by car- 
riages; on the Dnieper the pavigation had to 
be stopped, as its depth was reduced to two or 
three feet; and even on the Volga steam navi- 
gation is interrupted in many parts, the river 
not being able to carry away the sandbanka; 
it is calculated that the volume of its water has | 
decreased by 24,000,000 cubic meters. It is 
evident that even the most costly works for 
opening the channels will be of little avail; 
the cause lies in the devastation of the forests ; 
the law by which the government interdicted 
the ruthless fall of timber has come too late, 
and replanting is slow work n it is the 
only remedy against the evil.“ 


Rain That Isn’t Wet. 

A peculiarity common to rain in the Bermudas. 
the Windward Islands, the Hawaiian group, and 
the Alaskan waters, is that it isn’t very wet. In 
none of these regions do the natives fear the 
rain, and even foreigners soon come to. know that 
they take no harm from being caught out in a 
storm. It was noted by men on the ships lately 
patrolling Bering Sea that a portian of the deck, 
slightly protected, dried out while even in the 
midst of a shower, and that wet clothing hung 
under a slight shelter on deck dried in an atmos- 
phere apparently saturated by a hard rain,

DANCING THE FORBIDDEN HULA.

Samuel Parker, Premier of the Hawaiian 
Islands under Qusen Liliuokalani, invited the’ 
newspaper correspondents one day last week 
to attend a hula dance, and the invitation was 
at once accepted by the male members of the 
party. Indeed, had it not. been for the, asso- 
ciations ‘that King Kalakaua caused by his 
scandalous actions to be cast with this na- 
tional dance the women might as well have 
gone, for far worse exhibitions are seen nightly 
upon stages in the United States, 

But hula is forbidden by law in Hawaii, 
and this adds to its spice. Going to the en- 
tertainmént is like going to a pugilistic en- 
counter or a cock-fight in Chicago. The word 
is passed as to the rendezvous, a quiet 
start is made in carriages, then all meet at a 
certain place. Four of us were in the convey- 
ance that bore Mr. Parker, and with a spank- 
ing team of horses we flew over the splendid 
roadway that leads to the bathing resort of 
Nakiki. It was a moonlit evering, and the 
silvery rays cast unique glints of light as they 
glanced through the waving leaves of cocoa- 
nuts and palms. The air was delightful, just 
cool enough to make a vest bearable. 

Three miles from town we drew rein at the 
country residence of a business man of Hono- 
lulu. His family is at present in the city, so 
he was enabled to give this entertainment to 
his male friends. Nearly ascore of carriages 
were in the yard, and about a hundred guests 
were present. Every leader of any note in 
the royalist party was upon the grounds, and 
during the first ten minutes I was introduced 
to more ex-Ministers than I could keep count 
of—all relics of the many Cabinets of King 
Kalakaua and Queen Liliuokalani. Had the 
provisional government swept down upon 
this hula party, it would have made a ten- 
strike and secured all the leaders of the op- 
position. But the government was in ig- 
norance of the occurrence, and had it known 
of the event it is nut probable that any steps 
would have been taken toward suppression, 
for the government is extremely conservative 
these days. 

It was a typical country home at which we 
stopped, two stories in height, each room 
large and airy, and the entire building 
skirted with a large veranda, At the fear 
this porch was extended so that it was a cov- 
ered square surface at least thirty feet wide, 
The pillars at the back were kissed by the

Iwo men, one oli and one 
young, took their seats upon it, and an old 
woman followed suit. Each was provided 
with a large cone-shaped gourd about three 
—— long, bollowed out and then sealed up.

EATING POI WITH THE NATIVES. 


Dainties of the Islands Which Foreigners 
; Find Troublesome.

Hawaiians live upon and like peculiar kinds 
of food, and the chief articles of their diet are 
sticklers for the American pulate. The chief 
substance is pou. It is made from the root of 
the taro plant. This vegetable 1s dried, then 
pounded fine upon stones, and mixed with 
water. It is the thickness of paste when 
ready for eating, and a visitor at the hotel said 
yesterday that it tasted like that article—the 
kind bill stickers use. Ihe kind of poi that 
common, every-day folks eat is of a whitish 
color. but there is a taro plant more difficult 
to find from which a pink and finer article is 
produced, and this is the royal poi of the land. 
The substance is eaten with the fingers, and it 
is no unusual sight to see three or four per- 
sons dipping into the same bowl, There is 
one-fingered poi, two-fingered poi, and three- 
fingered 2 according as the edible is thick 
or limpid and the necessity for a large or 
small medium of communication between the 
bowl and mouth. 

Squid and raw salmon are the 8 
meats. The former is a sort of fish that 
looks like an octopus and 1s found on the sea- 
shote. It is dried and eaten without any 
further cooking than the sun gives it. 

Seaweed takes the place of pickles and 
olives as a relish and is eaten just as it comes 
from the ocean. Of course the finer varieties 
are chosen. 

I atterided a luau or luncheon a few days 
ago atid was seated between two charming 
Kanaka girls who could swirl hoi up to their 
mouths as rapidly as Chinese get rice to the 
same repository with chop sticks. After a 
moment's hesitation I dipped into the same 
bowl. As usual there were no knives or forks 
on the cloth, for there was no table, we being 
seated on the ground. So raw salmon was 
pulled apart and squid as well, then dips were 
made again into the poi. 

After the luau was over the young women 
gathered ferns and flowers and dexterotsly 
wove a dozen wreaths. Every one placed one 
of the sweet-smelling circles about his or her 
neck, this being a post prandial custom in 
Hawaii. 

Horses were then mounted ard a start made 
for the Pali, the women of course riding Ha- 
watian fashion. Ihe Pali is a pass in the 
mountains, is about 2,500 feet above sea level, 
and six miles from the town. Grand views 
are obtained froin this spot; on one side Hono- 
lulu, its harbor, and surrounding country: on 
the other the opposite side of the island, with 
its cane fields and guava trees. A strong 
wind always blows at this point, strong 
enough at tames to unseat a rider, and no 
matter how warm it may he at sea level it is 
always cool at this spot. While we were there 
@ gust of wind blew a cigar out of the mouth 
of one of the correspondents, leaving a few 
shreds of tobacco between his teeth. He tried 
to look as if he had thtown away the weed, 
which had been freshly lighted, but failed ut- 
terly in the attempt.

WORLD'S FAIR EXPECTATIONS. 


Foreign Visitors Counted on for Not Less 
than $200,000,000, 

Boston Transcript; The total amount of 
money which foreign visitors to the World’s Co- 
lumbian Exposition will spend in the United 
States will doubtless be great, but hardly as 
great as some enthusiastic calculators imag- 
ine. One optimist, now long since, placed 
the amount to be brought to this country by 
the Fair at $300,000,000, in addition to 3100, 
000,000 to be spent by Americans who would 
remain at home this summer instead of going 
abroad, 

Both these estimates seem to us to be ex- 
cessively high, and based upon incorrect as- 
sumptions, It is not likely that the average 
visitor to Chicago, either American or foreign, 
will spend over $100 in that city, and relative- 
ly few foreigners will ogene over $200 else- 

e also doubt if over 
500,000 foreigners will be brofight to the 
United States by the Fair alone; that is to 
say, 500,000 who would not come were it not 
for the Fair. At $300 apiece this would give a 
result of $150,000,000 as the amount expended 
in this country by foreigners brought here by 
the Exposition. Some, it is true, after coming a 
great distance, would probably spend several 
weeks here, but, on the other hand, large 
numbers will come under the guidance of 
tourist agencies, etc., or in clubs. The latter 
plan is already being adopted to some —— 
particularly in England. These will spen 
relatively little money in the United States. 
As to the influence of another cholera out- 
break, while it would, of course, diminish 
travel all the world over, it would tend to 
send what travel there was to this continent, 
if we keep free of the epidemic as last year. 

As for the amount that Americans who 
would otherwise have gone abroad will spend, 
a very thoughtless error seems to have been 
made by the calculators. They have adopted 
the apparently reliable estimate, made some 
years ago, $150,000,000 was annually 
left abroad by our globe-trott ing countrymen, 
and by adding $50,600,000 as the increase in 
late years, have assumed that $100,000,000 will 
be retained in the United States owing to the 
reduction during the Columbian year in the 
annual exodus to Europe. But herein lies“ 
serious error. It seems to be forgotten that 
both the Exposition visit and the ropean 
trip may be accomplished with ease in the 
same year. Comparatively few of the travel- 
ing Americans will spend a month or even 
two weeks in Chicago du the Fair, and 
their European outing will thus not be. seri- 
ously interfered with. We doubt if there will 
be a reduction of more than 10 per centin the 
number of Americans who annualiy go 
abroad. : 

On the whole we think that $200,000,000 is 
a much more reasonable estimate of the 
amount of cash which, will be brought to or 
retained in this country owing to the Exposi- 
tion than doutle that amount, which the en- 
thusiasts claim. Two hundred mikhions of 
dollars, however, in hard cash will be a great 
addition to our ready wealth, and, even omit- 
ting the untold indirect additions which will 
follow, it will make the Exposition assuredly 
a paying investment.

Onicago playgoers will welcome at Hooley’s 
tomorrow night the emotional Italian actress, 
Signora Eleonora Duse, whom the playbiils 
and the advertisements with characteristic 
looseness mention as a tragedienne. The 
great authors of tragedy are not represented 
in her repertory; and until she is seen in at 
least one of their works one protests against 
her assuming the title of tragedienne which her 
countrywoman, Adelaide Ristori, so greatly 
honored. Signora Duse confines herself 
almost exclusively to the social dramas. of 
the younger Dumas which deal with the sexu- 
al relations in contemporary France, In this 
field, however, she will bring herself into 


comparison with such world-wide known ar- 
tists as Mme. Bernhardt and Mme. Modjeska, 


nate as that in New. York and on the conti- 
nent she will add the West to her many recent 
conquests. Her triumphs in Germany were 
an assurance that appreciation of her genius 
would. not be confined to the Latin countries. 
England will still lie before her after her sub- 
jugation of the Worid's Fair City, so she will 
not abandon ‘herself to weeping, after the 
fdashiow-of Alexander. 


Duse ‘are gathered’ from the dithyrambic 
tribute of one of her eountrymen. Born at 
Vigevano,a small town between Piedmont 
and Lombardy, her aptitude for the stage is 
hereditary, her father and grandfather having 
been actors of ability. The stage, which she 
has made the throne of her middle life (for 
she ids now only 32 years of age), 
was the cradle of her childhood. Her 
road to success was not a royal one, 
She began to attract attention in playing in 
the dramas of Silvio Pellico and Victor Hugo. 
In her dixteenth year she had the unique sat- 
isfaction of enacting the uliet of Shakspeare 
in Verona. An achievement this which again 
suggests the inquiry, ‘‘ Why does her present 
repertory contain no Shakspedrean role!“ 
Her interpretation of Shakspeare’s Cleopatra 
was one of hér Italian successes; and her 
omitting such a role from her list in making 
the tour of America can be explained only by 
considerations.of the expense that would be 
involved. 

Among the plays of the younger Dumas 
that Signora Duse has illustrated or resusci- 
tated by her genius are La Femme de 
Claude, Princess of Bagdad, Fernande, 
and *‘ Francillon.”’ She has stooped to the 

uestionable but witty “* Divorcons of Sar- 
ou, and from Parisian comedy has passed to 
the purely Italian art of Carle Goldini. For 
two weeks of her three weeks’ engagement at 
Hooley’s she will be seen in the following 
Week Beginning March 20.

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That Shakspeare loved not the Puritans is 
natural, because the pious people persecuted 
the players, drivmg them from one of their 
theaters and finally putting an interdict on 
theatrical performances aitogether. Dissent- 
ing parsons oom in for mild ridicule in three 
of the Shakspearean comedies. Such speci- 
meng of the new ministry as came under the 
poet’s observation he seemed to regard as only 
half-tledged clergymen; he classed them as 
ecelesiastical parvenus. Jaques in As You 
Like It impresses one as uttering the poet’s 
sentiments when he rallies Touchstone: 

And will you. being a man of your breeding, be 
married under a bush like a beggar? Get you to 
church and have a good priest that can tell you 
what marriage is: This fellow will join you to- 
gether as they join wainscot; then one of you will 
prove a shruak panel, and, like green timber, 
warp. 

Sir Nathaniel in Love’s Labor Lost is a 
arson of the sporting order, who seems to 
now more about venison than about the- 

ology, but he is ‘insipid, like the immature 
play itself. Finally there is the Welsh parson, 
Sir Hugh Evans, in Merry Wives of Wind- 
sor. on whom 1s flung the term of contempt 
of being a jack priest.“ One fails to see 
anything typical in Sir Hugh, and must ac- 
opt the theory of a commentator that Shaks- 
peare copied some special character that 
came within his experience.
